6,670,259, fails to show the following steps of: 

Pertaining to independent claim 10, "adding a noble gas element to a region of the second 
semiconductor film; gettering the metallic element into the region of the second semiconductor 
film to remove or reduce the amount of the metallic element within the first semiconductor film 
having a crystalline structure;" 

Pertaining to independent claim 47, "adding a noble gas element to a region of the second 
semiconductor film; gettering the material for promoting crystallization into the region of the 
second semiconductor film." 
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Pertaining to independent claim 49, "forming a second semiconductor film over the first 
semiconductor film, the second semiconductor film comprising a noble gas element; gettering 
the material for promoting crystallization into the second semiconductor film." 

Pertaining to independent claim 67, "adding a noble gas element to a region of the second 
semiconductor film; gettering the metallic element into the region of the semiconductor film to 
remove or reduce the amount of the metallic element within the crystalline semiconductor film;" 

Pertaining to independent to claim 78, "adding a noble gas element to a region of the 
semiconductor film; gettering the metallic element into the semiconductor film to remove or 
reduce the amount of the metallic element within the crystalline semiconductor film."
